S«id to Have Eluded the Vigilance of 


the Revenue Cutters and Agents, 


and Made a Successful 


Run for Cuba. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn.,. Jan. 28.—The 


Register last night said: 


It was asserted this afternoon on the 


highest authority that three vessels of 
the Cuban insurgents had been fitted 
up on the coast of Long- Island, only a 
short distance from this city, and sent 
safely to the island loaded down with 
arms and supplies for the insurgents' 
cause. For several months the work 
of fitting out the craft has been in 
progress, and it was stated that the 
last vessel was a brigantine, and left 
its port on the coast only a month ago. 


The vessels have been able to make 


such an unsuspected escape through 
the fact that the government authori- 
ties were watching- for them at the 
New York end of the sound, while the 
boats slipped away by Montauk Point 
and New London. 


The main value of the supplies for 


the Cuban cause lay in the arms ship- 
ped. 
These were obtained, it was 


stated, from the towns in this vicinity 
and were transported to the objective 
paint on the coast quietly, where they 
were taken on board the boat and got 
away later. 
The insurgents have 


found, it was said, nearly as many and 
as willing hands in executing the mis- 
sion as the slaves found in the cele- 
brated underground 
railway before 


the war.

Colorado Springs 
officers and the express company de 
tectives took the matter in hand anc 
and made a strong effort to get trace o 
the robbers, but gradually the robbery 
dropped out of public notice.

The Republican love feast held in 


Springfield yesterday i? considered the 
best the party ever held. Everything 
was harmonious and everything was en- 
thusiastic. The only thing which occa- 
sioned any dissatisfaction was the effort 
of Chairman Jamieson to prevent Hpeakers 
making any allusion to presidential can- 
didates. The chairman is very strongly 
in favor of the Illinois delegation going 
to the National convention uninstructed, 
BO that in case an opening occurs in 
which the entire delegation may be 
thrown and name the nominee, that it 
will be done, and thus give the state the 
prestige thatt it would naturally bring. 
Ex-Governor Fifer and Senator Cullom 
were to speak at the love feast, and as 
soon as ex-Governor Fifer arrived on 
the ground and found out that speakers 
were not to be allowed to refer to presi- 
dential candidates, he kicked very vig- 
orously. He had a speech built on that 
order, and he did not want to be inter- 
fered with in that way. He finally suc- 
ceeded in causing this particular rule to 
be abandoned. 


The speaking in the love feast began 


at 10:30 o'clock a. m. and continued until 
6 o'clock p. m., with the exception of one 
hour and a half recess for dinner. Dur- 
ing that time 27 speeches were made, 
the majority of them good ones. When 
ex-Gov. Fifer referred in his speech to 
the presidential candidates, when ho 
reached the name of McKinley, there 
was a tremendous storm of applause 
lasting several minutes, showing that 
there is a very great McKinley senti- 
ment among the people. This was re- 
peated at every reference made to Mc- 
Kinley by other speakers. Gov. Fifer 
referred to all the other candidates, but 
there was scant response to any other 
name until he mentioned Senator Cul- 
jom as a piece of magnificent presiden- 
tial timber. At that there was another 
outburst of feeling that made the mod- 
est senator blush to the roots of his hair. 
It was a splendid compliment to Cullom 
and must have been greatly appreciated 
by him. There has been a good deal of 


learn from that affliction what free in- 
stitutions can withstand. 
The four 


years which a Democratic Governor and

Then use your gold, 
carefully outlining the swpet peaf, the 
stems and the border, with a touch 
here and there whenever ,\ou think a 
bit of gilding v, ill improve it. Gild the 
handle and cdprs, only be careful in 
using- grold that it does not. come in con- 
tact with uniired color, else it will turn 
black nud unsightly.—American 'agri- 
culturist.
